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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  DISTRICT 


Nursing. 

A  domiciliary  nursing  and  midwifery  service  is  available 
throughout  the  district,  as  part  of  the  County  Council fs  scheme 
under  the  National  Health  Service  Act. 

District  Nurse/Midwives  are  stationed  at  Norton,  Sherbum, 
Scagglethorpe  and  We  twang. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Bacteriological  samples  are  examined  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratories  situated  at  Northallerton  and  Hull. 

Routine  samples  of  water  are  sent  to  the  Laboratory  at  Hull 
for  examination. 

Ambulance  Service. 

Ambulances  based  at  Scarborough,  Filey  and  Malton  are 
available  and  a  car  for  sitting  cases  is  sited  at  Weaverthorpe. 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

Child  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  each  month  at  Sherbum  and 
Rillington. 

An  Ophthalmic  Clinic  is  held  monthly  at  Norton. 

Clinics  for  the  treatment  of  venereal  disease  are  held  each 
week  at  York  and  Scarborough. 

Hospitals 

General  medical  and  surgical  cases  are  admitted  to  hospitals 
at  Malton,  Driffield,  Scarborough  and  York. 

Maternity  cases  are  admitted  to  the  Westow  Croft  Nursing 
Home,  West ow.

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PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S  ANNUAL  REPORT .  I960. 


For  the  second  year  in  succession  the  work  of  -this  Department 
was  interupted  due  to  a  staff  change,  and, for  three  months  prior  to 
my  taking  up  office  on  1st  Sepct ember,  assistance  was  kindly  given 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  of  adjoining  districts. 

The  total  number  of  inspections  is  not  known,  but  it  was 
noted  that  the  time  spent  on  meat  inspection  did  not  fall  appreciably 
as  in  former  years,  when  the  ’seasonal'  summer  killing  ended,  and 
there  was  reason  to  believe  that  this  work  may  increase. 

Water  Supplies 

A  Council's  mains  supply  of  chlorinated  water  is  available 
throughout  practically  the  whole  of  the  District  and  approximately 
90^  of  the  total  number  of  houses  are  connected  thereto;  Private 
supplies  are  still  in  use  in  parts  of  Birdsall,  Burythorpe, 

Howsham  and  Scampston  parishes. 

28  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination 
with  the  following  results.

Sewerage 

No  complaint  has  arisen  concerning  the  effluent  from  Rillington, 
Duggleby ,  Staxton  and  Westow  Sewage  Works. 

The  effluents  from  the  sewage  works  at  Leavening  and 
Weaverthorpe  haven  given  generally  satisfactory  results  on  analysis  of 
samples  taken  by  River  Board  Inspectors  without  prior  notice. 

The  Council's  policy  of  providing  a  satisfactory  sewerage 
system  in  all  of  the  main  centres  of  population  is  being  maintained 
and  progress  for  the  various  schemes  is  as  follows: -

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Burythorpe. 

The  Consulting  Engineer. 's proposals  for  the  provision  of 
a  new  sewerage  system  and  sewage  disposal  works  were  received. 

The  work  is  estimated  to  cost  £10,893  and  the  scheme  will  be 
the  subject  of  an  Inquiry  early  in  January,  1961. 

Duggleby. 

A  substantial  infiltration  of  water  into  the  sewer  was 
observed  and  further  investigations  are  to  be  made  to  determine 
the  defective  lengths  of  sewer. 

East  Heslerton. 

The  new  sewerage  scheme  has  received  provisional  approval 
of  the  Ministry  and  work  is  expected  to  start  in  I960.  Apart 
from  enabling  older  houses  in  the  village  to  be  provided  with 
much  needed  modem  amenities,  it  will  eliminate  the  costly 
fortnightly  emptying  of  Council  House  cesspools. 

Foxholes. 

T7ork  started  on  the  new  sewerage  system  and.  sewage  disposal 
works,  estimated  to  cost  £13,800. 

Sherburn. 

Work  started  on  the  new  sewerage  system  and  extension  to  the 
sewage  disposal  works  at  present  serving  a  number  of  Council  Houses. 
The  estimated  cost  of  the  work  is  £20,050. 

Thixendale. 

A  Ministry  Inquiry  is  to  be  held  in  January,  1961  to  consider 
the  Consulting  Engineer’s  plans  for  a  new  sewerage  system  and 
sewage  disposal  works.  The  work  is  estimated  to  cost  £10,000. 


Refuse  Collection. 

The  Council  accepted  in  principle  the  need  for  the  collection 
service,  carried  out  by  direct  labour,  to  be  improved  and  authorised 
the  appointment  of  additional  staff.  Following  delivery  of  an  18  cu. 
yd.  fore  and  aft  tipper  to  replace  the  10  cu.yd.  side  loader,  a  survey 
of  the  present  routing  %vas  carried  out  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and 
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it  was  expected  that  a  fortnightly  service  would  be  possible  early 
in  1961. 


The  four  refuse  tips  are  at  Sherbum,  Wintringham,  Leavening 
and  Helperthorpe.

Nineteen  notices  were  served  under  Section  16  of  the  Housing 
Act,  1959  and  resulting  therefrom,  seven  Demolition  Orders  and  six 
Closing  Orders  were  made.  One  undertaking  not  to  use  was.  accepted  and 
five  undertakings  to  make  fit  were  accepted. 

The  policy  of  making  Discretionary  Grants  in  all  suitable 
cases  has  been  continued.  Thirty- seven  applications  were  received, 
twenty-eight  were  for  discretionary  grants  and  nine  for  standard  grants; 
all  of.  these  were  approved.  The  figures  for  1959  were  twenty-nine 
discretionary  grants  and  eight  standard  grants.
